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As recommended by the General and Advanced Com- 
mittee which conducted part of the Grade 13 studies, 
the suggested outlines listed below have been prepared 
at the direction of the Minister of Education by the 
Curriculum Division with the assistance of university 
and secondary school personnel. The outlines are to be 
considered as working papers rather than definitive 
courses. It is expected that they would be subject to 
further development and change if it is decided to sub- 
mit them to field testing. They are being distributed to 
the universities and to the secondary schools for 
evaluation. 
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BROAD SUGGESTED OUTLINES AT THE GENERAL AND ADVANCED 


LEVELS IN GERMAN 


INTRODUCTION 


The members of the committee submit the “broad out- 
lines of courses of study” at the General and Advanced 
Levels with a few opening remarks on the difficulties 
encountered in their work, concerns felt deeply by 
members and aims basic to the course of study. 


A. Difficulties 

1 In the March 18, 1964 “Report on the Proposal 
for General and Advanced Levels of Instruction 
in Grade 13”, page 6, item 2 (b), it was suggested 
that German be offered only at the Advanced 
Level. The committee members feel that such a 
course of action would result in the disappearance 
of German from the secondary school program 
because of an insufficient number of candidates 
in Grade 13. Therefore the committee proposes 
that there be both General and Advanced Levels 
in German and that the Advanced Level be a core 
plus program. Students of both levels would be 
together for the General Level core program. 


ibe) 


At present there is not throughout the province 
a standard three-year pre-Grade 13 program in 
German. The committee has to assume, for the 
purpose of an integrated program, that there will 
be a four-year program of German begun in 
Grade 10. 


B Concerns 


| The committee members are concerned that: 


(a) under the General-Advanced Level system 
university prerequisites may preclude the pos- 
sibility of German from the Grade 13 program 
of a non-humanities student. 


(b) ateacher of modern languages may be involved 
in both German and French at both levels, 
resulting in an impossible workload. 


(c) only one-third of the German teachers in the 
province are specialists. 


(d) the weekly allotment of time to German at the 
General Level will be less than at present 
(i.e. five 36 minute periods instead of the 
present six, seven or eight periods). 

(e) most of the students are overwhelmed by the 
amount of home preparation necessary for the 
present Grade 13 authors program. 

(f) the Grade 13 examination as presently consti- 
tuted does not reflect all the aims of the course.

The committee members feel that there will be an 

absolute need for: 

(a) daily classes in German at both levels. 

(b) an increase in oral emphasis at both levels. 

(c) areduction of the present course content at the 
General Level (cf I,4, I,5). 

(d) a careful appraisal of university prerequisites 
(chit)? 

(e) a dove-tailing of Grade 13 with first year uni- 
versity courses, especially at the Advanced 
Level: 

(f) vastly different examinations at both levels, 
examinations in which aural-oral proficiency 
will be tested, students will be permitted choice 
in authors work and translation into German 
will be de-emphasized (cf 1,6). 

(g) lighter timetables for the teachers (cf 1,2). 

(h) upgrading courses for the teachers and the 
time to take them (cf I,3). 

(i) more guides, co-ordinators and inspectors 
(cf 1,3). 

(j) more suitable textbooks at both levels. 

(k) greatly increased library facilities. 


C Aims 
The committee members tried to maintain a completely 
realistic approach to the problem of providing Grade 13 


German students with courses at the General and Ad- 
vanced Levels which would be “flexible and imaginative”’. 


It was felt strongly that the basic aims of the present 
Grade 13 course are sound but that some have been 
neglected in favour of others which are more readily 
tested. It is felt, for example, that no aim is more im- 
portant than the development of aural-oral proficiency 
and that therefore the greatest stress must be placed on 
this in all phases of the work. It is similarly felt that, 
while careful word by word, phrase by phrase study of 
intensive authors work is helpful in acquiring a com- 
mand of spoken and written German, the authors pre- 
scription should be much shorter than in the past and 
more suited to the students’ interest level. Authors texts 
with visible vocabularies would obviate unduly long 
hours spent by the students in preparing vocabulary lists. 
The students could more profitably spend their time 
reading the text and appreciating it as literature, not just 
as a source of German vocabulary to be learned. Al- 
though a shorter authors prescription is recommended 
it is felt that the teacher should be given the opportunity 
to choose the stated number of pages and poems from a 
reasonably wide selection. The teacher will best know 
what is most suitable for his students and what he himself 
can treat most profitably according to his interests and 
talents. It is also felt that students should have the oppor- 
tunity to read more extensively and that this extensive 
reading should be a more integral part of the course, 
providing material for discussion in class and, at the 
Advanced Level, for free compositions. 


The committee members feel quite strongly that trans- 
lation has been emphasized too much in the past, to the 
disadvantage of other aspects of the course. There will 
always be a need for limited translation based on the 
common, everyday vocabulary. However, there are 
many ways of encouraging students to construct correct 
German sentences and these should be more fully ex- 
plored. 


At the Advanced Level the students should be encour- 
aged to do as much reading as possible. Free composition 
should be more fully developed and in association with 
this they should be exposed to elementary stylistics, basic 


German geography and the German contribution to the 
world of classical music. 

The following are the specific proposals for the General 
and Advanced Level courses. 


PROPOSED GENERAL LEVEL COURSE 
IN GERMAN 


The committee recommends: 


1 that, because of the relatively small number of 
Grade 13 students and of qualified German speci- 
alists, General Level German should be the core 
of the Advanced Level. 


2 that the General Level German be taught every day, 
five 36 minute periods a week, and that further 
recommendations depend upon the following time- 
table.

Deduct: (a) month of June (4 = 3) 12 hours 
(b) Christmas examination 
and correction (2x3) 6 hours 
(c) Easter examination

that no more than 20% of the teaching time be 
devoted to grammar and syntax, since all students 
entering Grade 13 have learned explicitly or im- 
plicitly all major points of German grammar, in- 
cluding the general uses of the modal auxiliaries, of 
the passive and of the subjunctive. This portion, 
one-fifth, should be devoted to the explicit exposi- 
tion of the final points of grammar (modals, semi- 
modals, passive and subjunctive), to a review of 
the grammar and to special translation problems 
(lexical and grammatical). 


that free composition on general topics should not 
form a part of the General Level course of studies 
and should not be a part of the examination. 
Authors answers in paragraph form (50-75 words) 
should still be expected of students but with a 
limited emphasis on style. 


that no more than 80 pages of authors be assigned 
for intensive study, preferably short stories in rela- 
tively simple German to be selected by the teacher 
from a longer textbook, and that in this phase of 
the course, stress should be laid on comprehension 
rather than on active reproduction of “exotic” 
vocabulary. Although the likely choice for prescrip- 
tion would be short stories, other genres should not 
be excluded from consideration. The intensive 
authors work should require about 40% of the 
class time at the General Level. 


that the teacher choose six poems (both long and 
short) from a suggested list of twelve ballads and 
narratives, these poems to be tested for content 
but not for memory work on the final examination. 
This work should require about 8% of class time. 


that a minimum of 100 pages of extensive reading 
be done at the General Level and that about 8% 
of the class time should be used to help students 
begin a text and to discuss the text in German as the 
students are reading it at home. Texts with visible 
vocabulary should be considered for both intensive 
and extensive reading. The extensive reading should 


be tested apart from formal term examinations in 
any manner the teacher wishes, possibly by the use 
of objective-type questions based on content. 
that sight passages from various sources (e.g., news- 
papers and periodicals, narrative, descriptive and 
expository prose) be treated in class for 10% of 
the time. 

that conversation in German should form an essen- 
tial part of every phase of the course. In addition 
a good conversation textbook or pictures or films 
and filmstrips should be used as formal stimuli to 
conversation for a part of one period a week, total- 
ling 14% of the work at the General Level. 


that the approximate division of time be as follows:

PROPOSED ADVANCED LEVEL COURSE 
IN GERMAN 


The committee recommends: 


l 


that the grammar course be that of the General 
Level with the same deletions from Circular S.15. 


that free composition form a basic part of the 
Advanced Level program, providing for a refine- 
ment of grammar points and the introduction of 
certain general linguistic concepts, and that topics 
for free composition come from all phases of the 
Advanced and General Level work in prose authors, 
poetry, civilization, etc. 

that the intensive authors work consist of an addi- 
tional 80 pages of material to be prescribed from 
a “Novelle”’, a play, and a short piece of non- 
fiction, only parts of these works being prescribed 
for intensive work. (The Advanced Level student 
will be responsible for 80 pages of intensive work 
at the General Level and another 80 pages at the 
Advanced Level. ) 


that a minimum of 200 pages of extensive reading 
be done by the Advanced Level students over and 
above the 100 pages done at the General Level, a 
total of 300 pages for the Advanced Level student. 
This extensive reading should include the com- 
pletion of any text prescribed in part for intensive 
work. 


that the basic geography of Germany be a small 
part of the Advanced Level course (borders, main 
provinces, cities and rivers). 


that the German contribution in the world of clas- 
sical music be discussed and illustrated. 


that a more extensive program of poetry be under- 
taken by the Advanced Level students through: 


(a) astudy of two poets in depth (Goethe, Schiller, 
Morike, Heine, Eichendorff) 


OR 
(b) a study of a literary period 


OR 


(c) a study of certain poems linked by a theme or 
themes 


NOTE: David Stewart’s anthology “German Poetry 
from Luther to Brecht” (Ryerson Press) 
lends itself to any of these treatments but 
could be supplemented by other volumes of 
poetry. 

that, since the poetry suggested in note 7 is often 

lyric and philosophic in nature and very difficult 

to examine, it should not appear on the final exam- 
ination but form a definite part of the students’ term 
mark. 


that conversation in German should arise from 
every phase of the work, and, in addition, be en- 
couraged by every possible use of realia. 


that a certain amount of work be done on stylistics; 
for example, the students could be asked to translate 
into German a suitable passage which has been 
previously translated into English by the teacher. 
Then they could compare their work to the original 
German. 


that the time division at the Advanced Level should 
be approximately:
